'Vital To U.S. Security' 


W A SH IN G TO N (/P) — President Eisenhower today signed 
the resolution for defense of Formosa, asserting it is evidence 
of united American determination to “resist Communist ag­ 
gression” in an area ‘‘vital to the securitv” of the United States. 
T he President signed in the presence of congressional lead­ 
ers and Secretary of State John Foster Dulles less thani 12 
hours after the Senate sent the resolution to him by an Sa-3 
vote. 
The action cleared the was for Eisenhowei to use American 
armed forces—notably the 7th Fleet—against any Red Chinese 
attack directed toward Formosa. 
It also gives him authority to order the armed forces to 
evacuate Chinese Nationalist troops from the Tachen Islands. 
T he authority to fight includes the right to defend such 
places as the island of Quemoy and Matsu, oft the Chinese 
mainland, if the President considers them essential to Tormo- 
san security. Some regard it as broad enough to permit him to 
order an attack on liases or troop concentrations on the Red

Smog District Setback Should 
Not Deter Action By Marin 


Smog control in the Bay area recei\ed a 
sharp setback last week when three, possibly 
four, of ihe nine counties in the area balked 


at joining a smog control clistiict. 
Napa, Sonoma and Contra Costa told an 
Assembly subcommittee in Sacramento that 
they weren’t interested. Solano hasn t made 
up its mind, but the answer probably will 


be No too. 
N apa and Sonoma counties feel they don’t 
have a smog problem, and they are probably 
correct at present. But Contra Costa defin­ 
itely has smog and, to a degree, admits it. 
Vet Contra Costa board of supervisors, the 
committee was told, “ is not yet readv to ac­ 
cept the creation of a new subdivision of 
government with taxing powers and very 
extensive policing powers, particularly when 
we don’t know what is to be policed.” 
T h i i is * reasonable stand for a public 
body opposed to giving up local control to 
centralized government. It can be modified, 
however, by a demonstration of the need for 
cooperative action, a need which ceitainly 


exists in smog control. 
Vet the very nature of the present district 
proposal is so all embracing as to worrv con­ 
cerned supervisors. Why, for example, was 
the proposal made to include all nine coun­ 


ties? 


Supervisors in Marin, where the East Bay 
and San Francisco smogs blow’ occasionally, 
aie alert to the danger and need for cooper­ 
ation. But in Santa Rosa, more than 50 miles 
away, in Napa and Fairfield wher.e they 
have no smog problem at all, it is less im­ 
portant. T here they see little to gain and 
something to lose in taxation and control 
from a smog district. T h e district should be 
set up so they could be included later if 


thev don’t want to join now’. 
Dr. Flw’vn T u rn e r health and air pollu­ 
tion officer of Santa Clara County, told a 
Marin meeting this week he is “afraid noth­ 
ing constructive” will come out of the pro­ 
posed district legislation. He believes, how- 
ever, that the individual counties can set up 
their 
own 
air 
pollution 
c o n t r o l 
dis­ 
tricts and bv working together can under 
present law operate effectively. It would be 
more effective, he believes, if a district or 
state agencv would set standaids to which 


all would have to conform. 
T h e Santa Clara official urged Marin to 
form its own district. “You have absolutely 


nothing to lose,” he declared, “and you can 
keep complete control of your own smog 
problem as well as developments in smog 


control with very little cost. 
Dr. T u rn e r has something there.

Truck Haulers 
Warned On 
Insurance 


M arin drivers who are paid to 
haul material in their trucks have 
been warned that the California 
Public Utilities Commission must 
enforce state laws concerning in­ 
surance. 
Last year, eight M arin drivers 
were warned and two others prose­ 
cuted for failing to m aintain lia­ 
bility and property damage insur­ 
ance in the amount required by 
the state. 
In California. 76 truck operator* 
had their permits revoked by the 
PUC for violations of the insur­ 
ance provisions. 
To protect the public on Cali­ 
fornia highways, the Public Utili­ 
ties Code requires that permitted 
truck operators m aintain a mini­ 
mum of $15,000 personal liability 
insurance for death of one person 
and $30,000 protection for injury 
or death of more than one person. 
A minimum of $10,000 property 
damage insurance must be m ain­ 
tained.

By enlisting the participation 
of Congress in this calculated 
risk Mr. Eisenhower is repairing 
what seemed to many the mis­ 
take which President Trum an 
made in dealing with the Com­ 
munist aggressioh in Korea. Mr. 
T rum an acted decisively, cour­ 
ageously and, I think, rightly, in 
using American forces under the 
aegis of the United Nations to 
defend the 
Korean 
Republic. 
B ut even though he had to act 
almost instantly, he could have 
sought 
Congressional 
indorse­ 
m ent for his decision afterward 
and there is no doubt th a t he 
could have obtained it. Mr. T ru ­ 
m an seemed to be so pre-occu- 
pied with defending his consti­ 
tutional powers th at he failed 
to take the broader course of 
enlisting Congressional support 
for his use of those powers. 


We can see in retrospect how 
much better it would have been 
for the nation if the Korean ac­ 
tion had stemmed from both the 
legislative 
and executive arms 
of the government. The political 
unity wrhich prevailed at the be­ 
ginning of the fighting would 
not have been easily dissipated 
and politicians could not very 
well have taken advantage of 
the accumulating weariness and 
frustration to make capital out 
of calling it “Trum an's W ar”— 
which it never was. 


THE ONE MAJOR unresolved 
question-mark which remains is 
whether we have yet removed 
the danger th a t Red China wull 
miscalculate her way into war 
by “misjudging our intentions.” 
The Administration said earlier 
we would defend Formosa but 
because we did not make (¿ear 
where we w’ould establish th a t 
defence, the Communists ha>e 
been probing to find out if we 
m eant it and where we meant 
it. 
We have still left unspecified 
where our defense of Formosa 
and the Pescadores will have to 


reach to be effective. 


But Red China can no longer 
entertain any doubt th a t if it 
keeps up its military operations 
in the vicinity of Formosa, it 
will be inviting war with the 
United States. The purpose of 
the 
new 
Presidential-Congres­ 
sional warning is not to pro­ 
voke hostilities 
but 
to 
deter 
them. It is clear th a t our hope 
is 
to 
arrange 
a 
cease-fire 
through the UN and this may 
well prove to be the most signif­ 
icant aspect of evolving

Subsidies For Farmers, Industry 


SACRAMENTO 
(CNS)—Some 
idea of the extensive m anner n 
which 
the 
taxpayers subsidize 
industry and 
agriculture alike 
can be gained from the monthly 
report of the State Department 
of Education’s division of sur­ 
plus property, which is headed 
by William A. Farrell, the de­ 
p artm ent’s chief surplus prop­ 
erty officer. 
During the last half of 1954, 
according to 
the 
report, 
the 
state agency for surplus prop­ 
erty received and shipped more 
property and foodstuffs than in 
any other comparable period of 
its operation. 
During this six month period, 
the agency distributed to eligible 
donees $7.114.101.09 
worth 
of 
property, of which nearly $16 
million 
worth 
consisted 
of 
foodstuffs. 


COST OF MAKING the dis­ 
tribution. 
the 
report 
s a y s , 
amounted to $765.070,22, “repre­ 
senting a saving to those p ar­ 
ticipating of $6.358.070,81 
“Some of the kinds of prop­ 
erty handled were pipe, tubing, 
steclplate and I-beams, machine 
tools of all type*, trucks, jeeps, 
tractors, screws, bolts, nuts, pa­ 
per, 
rope 
and 
thousands 
of 
other items. The property was 
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in good usable condition — much 
of it new,” the report states. 


Outside of these products of 
industry, there 
were 430 car­ 
loads of commodities distributed, 
according to the report, which 
had a “fair value” of ‘$5,966,- 
279.84, this still for *he last six 
months of 1954. The food to­ 
taled 18,608,956 pounds. 


T H E SURPLUS PROPERTY 
unit says th a t the majority of 
the foodstuffs went to Califor­ 
nia schools which participate in 
the school lunch program fos­ 
tered by the federal government. 


Included in the list of com­ 
modities were 
132 carloads of 
butter, totaling 3,802,880 pounds, 
the “fair value” of which, the 
reports says, amounted to $2 ,- 
414.828.80. This was the biggest 
item distributed to schools, hos­ 
pitals 
and 
welfare 
agencies 
throughout the state, with the 
th u d largest being 57 cars of 
process cheese, totaling 
1,718.- 
460 pounds valued at $687,384. 
Both of these 
are dairy prod­ 
ucts, surplus purchased by the 
federal 
government 
with 
the 
taxpayers money, while Califor­ 
nia 
finds 
it necessary, or 
at 
least so the milk distributors 
say, to continue in 
effect 
a law 
through which 
the state is en­ 
abled to control the 
price 
of 
milk. 


THE SECOND largest distri­ 
bution was 43 carloads of canned 
beef and gravy, totaling 2,597 - 
490 pounds and valued at $994.- 
550.06. H°re again is evidence 
that the federal government has 
used the taxpayers’ money to 
keep up the price of baef. 


“Additional quantities of cer­ 
tain of the commodities will be 
made available during the next 
six months,” says the report, and 
the agency has just placed an 
order for 460,000 pounds of rice.”

T hat seems to be the big rea­ 
son behind the “relief” of Aneta» 
I. Mikoyan as 
Soviet 
minister 
for domestic trade. 


THERE HAS BEEN specula­ 
tion 
that 
Mikoyan’« 
removal 
was booked up with rivalry for 
leadership in the Kremlin. 
For one thing, “Old Bolshe­ 
vik” Mikoyan played a big p a il 
in the rise of his fellow-Trans- 
caucasian and protege Lavrenti 
p. Beria, who became a rival of 
Premier Georgi M. Malenkov for 
power and was executed as a 
result. 
But it 
seems 
pretty 
certain 
th a t Mikoyan lost his job be­ 
cause Malenkov's big consumer 
goods campaign collapsed. 
Mikoyan was not purged,. He 
remains a deputy premier and 
a member of the ruling presi­ 
dium of the Communist Party 
Central Committee. 


HIS TROUBLE WAS th at he 
was too intimately involved in 
Malenkov’s 
consumer 
g o o d s 
drive, and a change of names in 
the trade ministry was neces­ 
sary. 
It was Malenkov himself who 
announced on Aug. 8. 1953, five 
m onths after Stalin’s death, th a t 
the Kremlin was “now fully

a position to increase the pro­

of 
consumer 
goods 
sharply.“ 
The stepping up of consumer 
goods was Mikoyan’s Job, and 
he did his best. 
In 
a speech 
he made 
last 
March, Mikoyan promised con­ 
sumer goods production on such 
a scale as to mean “a new and 
decisive expansion of the peo­ 
ple’s welfare.” 
“We will stride 
along 
the 
path to abundance with seven- 
league boots,” Mikoyan said. 


RUSSIAN TRADE figures for 
1954 show big increases in the 
production of consumer goods — 
refrigerators, 
television 
sets, 
w a s h i n g 
machines, 
vacuum 
cleaners, footwear and textiles. 
The increases were announced, 
as usual, on the basis of per­ 
centages 
as 
compared 
w i t h 
1953. The actual figures would 
have 
disclosed 
how’ 
pitifully 
small the output was as com­ 
pared to th at in Western coun­ 
tries. 
It was only a few days after 
the figures were published t h r t 
Mikoyan.

Written By Fairfax Authors

Two Marin residents, Bill and 
Rosalie Brown of Fairfax, have 
written a highly creditable book 
in "The Forest Firemen” which 
might well serve as a forerunner 
for an improved type of reading 
text book 
for primary schools 
grades. In fact, the Browns ap­ 
parently had this idea in mind 
when they wrote the book, a l­ 
though it was published for gen­ 
eral circulation rather than as a 
text book. 
Bored, as many other parents 
must be, by the innocuous m a­ 
terial in second and third grade 
readers of the day, the Browns 
set out to write 
a 
book 
that 
would meet the training needs of 
young 
children 
and 
still 
pro­ 
vide an interesting plot, exciting 
descriptive material and factual 
knowledge about the subject m at­ 
ter. 
"The Forest Firem en” is such 
a book. It describes 
in 
simply 


worded detail how forest fires 


are spotted by a lookout man, 


how the forest firemen are sum­ 
moned to the spot, how they put 
out the fire 
and 
subdue 
the 
sparks, and how they find water 
in an emergency for fire-fight­ 
ing 
purposes. 
It 
us 
strongly 
plotted, although it is not so ex­ 
citing as to be 
disturbing 
to 
small children. It is based on 
Bill Brown’s experience as an as­ 
sistant ranger at Samuel Taylor 
State Park. 


ON THE PREM ISE that the 
only valid critics of children’s 
bocks are children, w'e read the 
book to three tots between the 
ages of five and eight. All of 
them 
enjoyed 
it 
immensely. 
When the book was placed in the 
hands of the oldest two, who a t­ 
tend second and third grades, 
they were able to rend it with a 
little help on the strange words. 
They agreed it was much bet­ 
ter reading than "Here comes 
John. Here comes Mary. John 
and Mary 
are 
coming. 
Come 
here, Mary and John.” which is 
the characteristic style of pri­ 
mary text books used by Marin 
public schools. Besides that, they 


learned something 
about 
fire 
fighting, fire prevention and the 
danger of careless use of fire in 
wooded areas. 


THE OAKLAND 
school 
de­ 
partment was well enough im­ 
pressed by the l*ook to order five 
dozen for supplementary use in 
the study of conservation in the 
primary grades. 


This Is the first book of it« 
kind the Browns have written. 
Last fall Bill 
was 
given 
the 
Commonwealth Club award for 
the best juvenile book written by 
a Californian. The book "R o ar- 
ing River” which came out in 
1953 was an adventure story for 
teen-age boys. 


Rosalie has 
twice 
won 
the 
Guggenheim award in poetry and 
is presently at work on a book 
length narrative poem on 
the 
children’s crusades in 1212. 
Scheduled for April publication 
is Bill’s new book, an adventure 
story for teen-agers based on a 
trip he took to the South Seas 
during the thirties on a sailing 
schooner. It, too, will be pub­ 
lished by Cowrard McCann and 
will be illustrated by Peter B ur­ 
ch ard.

THE NEATEST and most or­

The artichoke to x perennial 
plant once established will con­ 
tinue to grow' and produce for 
m any years. It is a fruit that is 
ea.'.y to grow and takes littTe can?. 
The artich< ke does best in a 
frod free area with cool, foggy 
summers. Under these conditions, 
the plant can be made to pro­ 
duce fruit year around The plant 
will 
stand 
light 
frost 
without 
serious effects. 
ARTICHOKES may be planted 
during January through 
April. 
Plants come from parts of old 
plants. Sections of root stalks or 
rooted off shoots from the base 
of the old plant, are used. It is 
better to use root stalk sections, 
because 
a 
larger 
and 
earlier 
m aturing plant is obtained. 


The plants are set with the 
crown level with the soil. Do not 
cover the leaves with soil. This 
will injure the plant. The plants 
should be given plenty of room 
for growth. A spacing of 4 ft by 
4 ft. is about the minimum. The 
artichoke plants may be planted 
as a border around the garden. 


IRRIG ATE the plants immed­ 
iately after planting. Soak the 
soil to a depth of 4 feet once a 
month.

Red Hill Nurseryman s Tips 
For Growing Rhododendrons 


Editor’s note: Jack Alvar­ 
ado, manager of the Red Hill 
Nursery, gives some 
timely 
tips for growing successful 
Rhododendrons. 
The next five m onths will be 
busy ones for all of us In new 
as well as old gardens, oppor­ 
tunities 
to 
improve 
are 
now 
available, especially in the form 
of the Rhododendron. 
Rhododendrons can be used as 
foundation and screening as well 
as background planting in sem i­ 
shade areas. These sem i-shade 
areas are quite noticable at this 
time of the year, as shade and 
moisture are not conducive to 
winter color. 
There are several hundred dif­ 
ferent types of 
Rhododendron, 
and combined with Azaleas, C a­ 
mellias, Fuchsia, fern and ground 
cover of primrose, will remind 
us of native wcodland settings. 
SOIL CONDITIONS such as 
they are in Marin are always a 
problem when planting Rhodo­ 
dendrons, we should remember 
that 
they 
r e q u i r e 
excellent 
drainage, 
and when purchased 
from a nursery in a balled and 
burlap state they should not be 
planted too deeply. 
Soil m ixture made up of the 
following formula will insure ex­ 
cellent bloom and healthy plants. 
2 parts sharp sand 
2 parts loam 
3 parts leaf mold 
1 part peat. 
MANY W ILL CRITICIZE the 
small am ount of peat shown on 


the above formula. The reason 
is that during dry months. Rho­ 
dodendrons should have moisture 
and after July, we are more in- 
terestel 
in 
vacationing 
than 
gardening, we sometimes allow 
these areas co suffer from lack 
of moisture. If this happens, it is 
too difficult 
to remoisten 
the 
areas, especially directly around 
the Rhododendron plant. As a 
substitute for use of excessive 
peat, a mulch of oak leaves will 
act in the same way with one 
exception, as they decay, they 
are 
also 
adding 
to 
the 
area 
acidity of which the plant is in 
constant need of. 


PESTS ART NOT too trouble­ 
some, and with a spray of bor­ 
deaux in the winter. Rhododen­ 
drons can stay healthy. A con­ 
trol for Brachyrhinus sulcatus, 
is suggested as they are quite 
prevalent here in this county. 


Last but not least, we should 
lift our Rhododendron at least 
cnce every three years and re­ 
juvenate these areas. T his rule 
should never be forgotten when 
Rhododendrons are planted near 
large evergreen trees. 
Here in 
M arin, our big trees axe acid 
tollerant and whenever we feed 
our Rhododendrons, we also feed 
these very same trees. 
In a 
period of time, the Rhododen­ 
dron to not capable of fighting 
for this food and slowly deterior­ 
ates. The best time for lifting Is 
between the months of Decem ­ 
ber and March.

Men hobby gardeners are in­ 
clined to specialize, concentrat­ 
ing their efforts upon one class 
of plants. More numerous than 
anv other group are the vegeta­ 
ble growers, who assert that no 
other branch of gardening brings 
its devotees and their fam ilies 
such great rewards. 
These are not in money sav­ 
ings. they contend, as much as 
in the superior quality of gar­ 
den fresh vegtables, which are 
served on the family table while 
young and tender, with flavor 
unimpaired by a long journey 
from field to market. 


MANY SU R V EY S have estab­ 
lished th at leisure hours passed 
in vegetable gardening earn high 
pay, when the value of t ^ h ar­ 
vest is considered. 
But much 
more important is the sense of 
achievement which the gardener 
feels, in having produced by his 
own efforts, “vegetables of su­ 
perb 
taste 
and 
texture 
which 
cannot be bought in the m ar­ 
ket.” 


You can test the truth of this 
if you have a sunny area in the 
back yard 500 to 1.000 square 
feet, with veil drained soil. The 
larger area is sufficient to grow 
most 
of 
the 
fresh 
vegetables 
which a family of four ran eat 
during a harvest period of four 
to five months. 


T II'S W ILL not allow for sweet 
corn, 
potatoes, 
cabbages, 
peas 
for canning, or any considerable 
quantity of 
vine 
crops 
except 
those grow-n on a fence or trellis. 
Another 
two 
thousand 
square 
feet would be required to sup­ 
ply the family with all. 


The ideal shape for a 
1,000 
square foot plot is oblong, say 
20 bv 50 or 25 by 40 ft., with the 
shorter distance running north 
and south. 


North 
and 
south 
rows, give 
more 
even distribution of the 
sun and it is easier to divide up 
space 
among 
your 
different 
crops, when you deal with 20 or 
25 foot rows, rather than frac­ 
tions of long ones. 


Your plot must have sunshine. 


Six hours full sun is usually as­ 
sumed to be a minimum. 
B u t 
many of the crops you will want 
to grow need full sun all day 
long, and will suffer from any 
lim itation of it. Trees too n ear­ 
by, which cast little shade in 
mid-summer, when the sun is 
high, may seriously affect yields 
in the fall. 
NEVER SURROUND a small 
vegetable plot with shrubs, but 
a picket fense five feet high bor­ 
dering the east, north and west 
sides will add 450 square feet 
of valuable air space on which 
tomatoes, 
pole 
beans, 
cucum ­ 
bers, 
melons, 
or 
sim ilar 
vine 
crops can be grown to perfec­ 
tion. 
Such 
a 
fence has no roots, 
casts no harm ful shade, and a l­ 
lows the air to circulate freely 
around the plants that cling to 
it. 
The south boundary should 
be open to the full sun, with no 
climbers or pickets to cast m id­ 
day shadows 
Use a wire fence 
here only if required for pro­ 
tection. 
The 
im portant 
point 
is 
to 
avoid a lavout which results in 
any row being shaded for more 
than a brief interval of the day, 
by its companion crops, the gar­ 
den 
enclosure, 
or 
outside 
ob­ 
jects. sunshine is far more im­ 
portant than soil. 
Make 
your vegetable 
garden 
as near as possible to the k itch ­ 
en door, so that vegetables can 
be 
harvested 
Just 
before 
thpv 
are 
cooked 
or 
processed 
for 
canning or freezing. W ith some 
a delay of minutes may suffice 
to dull thp keen edge of their 
supreme flavor.

Uneven sur­ 
face* are accentuated when the 
finish is applied. It is usually 
necessary, therefore, to treat the 
wood surface. 
WOOD FILLERS speed up the 
finishing job and help produce 
a more beautiful finish.

sealers are

fine-grained woods. The sealer is

brush, in

direction of the grain. 
W hen 
the liquid 
sealer has 
dried, it should be sanded with 
5-0 garnet paper or 000 steel 
wool. 
PASTE FILLERS are used for 
coarse-grained woods. The filler 
is applied with a brush, across 
the grain.
